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Roosevelt Frames Revised NRA Program for House CROUP FROM 
SEVEN POINT BONUS BILL SENT TO CERTAIN VETO 

SENATE GIVES 
MEASURE TO 
PRESIDENT

yyASHINGTON, Thursday, May 

16.—Behind the din and clat¬ 
ter of the bonus free-for-all stand 
out two salient facts: 

I. That for the first time 
since the Issue of immediate 
payment was raised there Is a 
favorable majority in the sen¬ 
ate. This means that sooner or 
later a bonus bill will become 
law regardless of Presidential 
op' lion. 

1!. That the senate's action in 
rejecting the Harrison compro¬ 
mise nnd the I.egion-haekod 
Vinson hill In favor of the Pat¬ 
man measure unwittingly pulled 
Roosevelt out of a bad hole. 

This seeming paradox is made 
clear by an explanation of what 
took place on this issue behind the 
scenes. 

A group of leading senate demo¬ 
crats chief among them Robin¬ 
son, Harrison and Byrnes come 
up for re-election this year. Pri¬ 
vately they are opposed to the 
bonus. 

But they face difficult contests 
6o they decided on a strategm. 

They would climb on the band¬ 
wagon but their kind of wagon. 

They evolved the so-called Har¬ 
rison compromise, under which the 
veterans would have received a 
portion of the face value of their I 
certificates. 

This scheme they laid before the 
President. And although he is 
against the bonus, the senate 
leaders understood that he agreed 
to accept the Harrison plan if I 
congress passed it. 

Hence it was that when the; 
senate, much to the pained sur- j 
prise of its authors, turned thumbs , 
down on the Harrison compromise, I 
the President found the chamber I 
had done him a great favor. 

It had saved him from making j 
good on a promise that was not I 
only distasteful to him but was of j 
very questionable political value. 

The compromise would not have J 
satisfied the veterans and in ac¬ 
cepting it the President would 
have laid himself open to the 
charge by bonus foes that he had 
bowed to political expediency. 

Likewise, the senate's turn down 
of the Vinson bill played into his 
hand. 

He would have vetoed the meas¬ 
ure. But because of its Legion 
backing rejection would not have 
been easy. Furthermore, there 
was a strong likelihood that he 
would have taken a licking in con¬ 
gress, with the bill passed over 
his head. 

The enactment of the Patman 
proposal created an entirely dif¬ 
ferent situation. 

The Legion is on record against 
this bill. Also, it is first an infla¬ 
tionary and only secondly a bonus 
measure. Which explains why 
some of the inner circle strategists 
arc calling it “Roosevelt Lucky 
Break No. 1.”

UTILITY BILL TABLED 

SACRAMENTO.—By the de¬ 
cisive vote of 59 to 12, the as¬ 
sembly today tabled the Cronin- 
Williamson proposal to delay the 
return of public utility proper¬ 
ties to county tax rolls for two 
years. 


The feud that has been smoul¬ 
dering in Ocean View since the 
dismissal, by the Ocean View 
school board, of Joseph Gebauer, 
seventh grade teacher, burst into 
activity again today when a dele¬ 
gation of parents from the district 
waited upon County Superintend¬ 
ent of Schools Ray Adkinson and 
demanded dismissal of trustees 
and faculty of the school. 

In making their demand they in¬ 
dicated that they were standing 
behind Gebauer and declared that, 
because of his dismissal, many 
parents already have removed 
their children from school and that 
more will follow. They told Ad¬ 
kinson that Vernon Heil, chair¬ 
man of the Ocean View school 
board, has refused to give any rea¬ 
son for Gebaurer's dismissal other 
than "lack of cooperation.” 

No Legal Right 

Adkinson informed the delega¬ 
tion that he has no legal right to 
order reinstatement of Gebauer or 
to dismiss board members or fac¬ 
ulty. He pointed out that the 
board was elected by the people 
and the faculty employed by the 
board. He assured members of 
the delegation, however, that he 
would visit the district and make 
a strenuous effort to bring about 
harmony. He also informed them 
that the dismissal of Gebauer 
would have to stand unless the 
school board saw fit to reconsider 
the matter. 

Before leaving, members of the 
delegation announced that they 
would hold another meeting to¬ 
night at the home of Mrs. Chris 
Nelson in Wintersburg, for a fur¬ 
ther discussion of the next move 
to be made in the fight that has 
torn the community.

This question was raised in the 
minds of Breakfast club members 
at the Main cafeteria this morn¬ 
ing when Joel Ogle, attorney, ex¬ 
plained the charter system and 
the method of putting it into oper¬ 
ation.

Only City In Class 

Mr. Ogle pointed out that this 
city is the only one of its size in 
the state which operates under the 
general laws instead of its own 
i barter. An- helm, he -aid, has the 
latter form of government. 

A charter, the speaker explained, 

, is a sort of constitution for a city. 
Under this system the legislature 
delegates certain legislative pow¬ 
ers to the city. This enables the 
community to enact needed legis¬ 
lation which otherwise would have 
to wait, perhaps two years, until 
the legislature met. 

Under the charter system, gov¬ 
ernment could be centralized to 
the extent the citizens wished, Mr. , 
Ogle said, explaining that there ■ 
are several forms of charter gov¬ 
ernment. 

Vote on Question 

To create a charter, the citizens 
first vote on the question of its 
adoption. If it is approved, the 
legislature then confers upon the | 
city the legislative powers which | 
its charter provides for.

Aid of Body in Putting 
Local Men to Work 
Will Be Sought 

The controversy over employ¬ 
ment of local men as steel work¬ 
ers on tne city hall will reach the 
city council Monday night. 

Norris Stone, federal organizer 
for the American Federation of 
Labor here, said today that the 
council will be asked to take steps 
to see that Santa Ana steel work¬ 
ers are enabled to get work on the 
project. Six outside workers are 
now on the job. 

Mr. Stone did not say what 
action might be requested of the 
city governing body, but said he 
was of the opinion that the 
council could be of assistance. 

The present situation at the 
city hall is more than just an at¬ 
tempt of Santa Ana men to get 
work, Mr. Stone indicated. He 
said that local steel workers are 
of the opinion that the Los An¬ 
geles union local is trying to domi¬ 
nate the entire field from Santa 
Barbara to San Diego and that the 
Los Angeles union apparently has 
made it as difficult as possible for 
Orange county men to qualify.

WHEN DO FISH BITE 
THE BEST?—KIESSIG 

From San Diego comes an Inter¬ 
esting article from Frank G. Kies- 
sig on "When Do Fish Bite the 
Best?” 

"After my 42 years of fishing 
in these waters (off San Diego) 
and acquiring facts and opinions 
from others who have fished here 
just as long—both in a sport and 
commercial way—there seems to 
be only me correct answer: No 
one knows," writes Klessig. 

“The moon has nothing to do 
with it. Neither have the tides, 
currents or winds. I have seen 
fish biting good on a Monday or 
Tuesday—yet Wednesday, it would 
be poor with ail conditions iden¬ 
tical. Then Thursday would be 
excellent! About all anyone knows 
to be a fact Is that yellowtail 
usually start biting April 15 and 
continue until November 1. Tuna 
start around July 1 and run until 
November 15. However, all sea¬ 
sons are slightly different. In the 
season of 1934, for instance, fish¬ 
ing started early and terminated 
late—a happening which surprised 
even the old timers who thought 
they knew.”

HOME LOANS

Orange county, with a $285,000,- 
000 investment in farms and agri¬ 
cultural equipment, is watching 
with keen interest the movement 
to bring about a surplus control 
program for the Valencia orange 
Industry. 

The subject is regarded of es¬ 
pecial importance this year, when 
California’s Valencia producing re¬ 
gions are anticipating a surplus 
which may be twice that of last 
year. 

Those who are working on the 
problem point out that adequate 
control of the surplus will lie a 
vital factor in determining the 
amount of the growers profit, and 
consequently the amount of money 
they will have to put into circula¬ 
tion in trade channels. 

Working on Plan 

A committee of 21 men acting 
for the California Farm bureau 
federation is working now to de¬ 
vise a control system which will 
operate successfully and meet 
with the approval of the industry. 
This group is expected to meet 
next week at Los Angeles, accord¬ 
ing to Roland D. Flaherty, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the Orange 
County Farm bureau, and acting 
secretary of the committee. 

Dr. D. D. Wayniek ol Anaheim 
it, chairman of the committee, 
while John Grill of Garden Grove 
and W. H. Flippen of Orange are 
members. 

Recognizing the importance of 
the problem, the Orange County 
f arm bureau has arranged to have 
it discussed by an expert at the 
annual farm bureau picnic in Ir¬ 
vine park next Saturday. 

Wellman to Speak 

Dr. H. R. Wellman, the speaker, 
has been chief of the specialty 
crop section of the agricultural ad¬ 
justment administration at Wash¬ 
ington during the past year. Most 
of California's crops are specialty 
crops in the A. A. A classifica¬ 
tion. 

The theory back of surplus con¬ 
trol, as explained by Mr. Flaherty, 
is to regulate supply so that it will 
prevent glutting of the market and 
consequent decline in price. Prop¬ 
erly regulated supply will be large 
enough to supply the market at a 
price which will return a profit 
to the growth. 

The grower is interested in re¬ 
turns per acre, rather than vol¬ 
ume. Experience shows that 
greatest profit is likely to result 
in years when the crop is small. 
Tlie farmer, if he ships a large 
volume, must pay correspondingly 
lniger freight and labor bills out 
of returns which are diminished 
because of the market being over¬ 
supplied with fruit. 

Great Increase This Year 

Last year at this time the crop 
Last year at this time the crop 
was estimated at 43,000 carloads. 
Actual shipments amounted to 
33,000 carloads, leaving approxi¬ 
mately 10,000 carloads which were 
disposed of to by-products plants, 
were exported or were donated to 
chancy. 

This year's Southern California 
crop is estimated at 55,000 car¬ 
loads. Leaders in the industry 
recognize the fact that some of 
this can be absorbed by export and 
in by-products, but that there will 
be a much larger surplus than ther 
was last season

DISTRIBUTING FOOD 

W HILE professional and amateur economists are try¬ 
ing to find out what is the matter with capitalism 
and why it seems no longer to work in America, they 
might turn to the case of Finland. 

Finland is a capitalist country and the only one in all 
the world that paid its war debt to America. Also it is 
one country that has flourished during the depression. 

Finlanders have employment; they are enjoying a 
high standard of living ar.d business at home and abroad 
is booming, according to r.ll reports. 

Three reasons are advanced for all this by experts 
who have analyzed Finland’s enviable position. One is low 
cost of production, made possible by low wages. Finnish 
workmen would rather work at some price than not to 
work at all. That fact helped solve the unemployment 
problem, and whether we agree with the idea or not it is 
another cause of Finland’s happy situation. The notion 
might not work here. It is not a popular thing to suggest. 

The third factor is low cost of distribution made 
possible by cooperatives. Meat, milk, butter, eggs—every¬ 
day food necessities—are produced and distributed co¬ 
operatively. In America we pay a distributor to get our 
foodstuffs from producer to consumer with a result that 
the consumer pays too much and the producer—the farmer 
—gets too little. 

This is no news to anybody, but it is an interesting 
observation on what has been done in a capitalist country 
that lives well and pays its debts. 

We always have been sorry the agricultural adjust¬ 
ment act did not provide a plan to distribute food rather 
than to destroy it. 


NOT UNUSUAL AT ALL 

F ROM Seaside, Oregon, comes the story of three girl tele¬ 
phone operators who stayed at their posts while their 
building was buffeted and damaged by an 80-mile gale, 
being rewarded with medals for bravery. 

There is nothing startling about this happening. In 
fact, if we are to judge news by standards of the unusual, 
is not news. For day after day, in one crisis after another, 
we read of telephone girls—and, for that matter, people 
in many other positions of responsibility—sticking to their 
posts in harrowing circumstances. 

The frequency of occurrences such as this one bear 
tribute to the prevalence of heroic spirit throughout the 
land and confound the pessimists who would have us be¬ 
lieve we are undergoing a general let-down in human 
character. 


THE GRIFFITH OBSERVATORY 

H OW fine it is that we in Southern California are to 
have.the advantages of the recently dedicated Griffith 
observatory at Los Angeles. Established because its 
founder, twenty years ago, conceived the idea of bringing 
astronomy, called the “mother of other sciences” closer to 
the people, the great institution is now open to the public. 

To those who have visited the great planetarium in 
Chicago, the fascination of the Griffith institution is 
familiar; to those who have not, a great awakening is in 
store. It adds tremendously to the many cultural advan¬ 
tages of the Southland and it is interesting to know that 
Los Angeles is the third city in the western hemisphere 
to have a planetarium, the others being at Chicago and 
Philadelphia.

WHO OWNS THE FISH? 

T HE old battle between sportsmen and commercial fish¬ 
ermen is on at Sacramento with Orange county very 
much interested. The issue is a fish preserve off the 
Orange county coast which is proposed in an assembly 
bill by Speaker Ted Craig, of Brea. 

Commercial fishermen have had things their own way 
up and down the coast ever since this country was settled. 
They have monopolized the situation in all waters. Orange 
county is just now going through what the Pacific North¬ 
west has experienced during the past several years. 

Fish wheels in the Columbia river and fish traps in 
Puget Sound all but destroyed the sportsman’s chance— 
not so much by the fish they caught but by the fish they 
destroyed and wasted in the process of catching. For¬ 
tunately sportsmen in the North were supported by the 
public and the abuses have been done away with by law. 

The Orange county coastline is essentially a pleasure 
area and as such it is an asset of rare value to this county. 
Those who realize the worth of the beaches as tourist 
attractions as well as for the use of our own citizens, have 
been striving for years to keep the commercial fishermen 
back. But they always are faced with a host ’-' and well 
financed legislative lobby. So Speaker Craig v *1 have his 
hands full and will need all the moral support the county 
can give him. 


WHAT ONE PASTOR THINKS 

C RITICS of our schools and of our churches often have 
said recently that radical political ideas masquerading 
under the name of progress and liberalism, have strayed 
too far from true Americanism.

For example, it has been 
clearly shown that the rat can 
live and thrive without any evi- 


tilence. Precisely how good nutri¬ 
tion affects resistance to disease, 
however, was not subjected to 
close study before the beginning of 
the present century. Since then 
much work has been done, many 
and contradictory reports have 
been issued and as a result, at 
least in the minds of the public, 
there is confusion. 

Though we are far from having 
reduced our accumulated knowl¬ 
edge to clean-cut summarizations 
and to definite conclusions we are 


a deficiency of vitamin C in man 
will in time lead to scurvy. 

Again, marked nutritional defi¬ 
ciencies may lower resistance to 
infection. But the increased feed¬ 
ing to the normal individual of 
such food elements as vitamin A 
does not apparently increase hi3 
resistance to infection. 

The administration of vitamin A 
during an infection does not appear 
to shorten its duration. 

Loss of resistance to infection
